R o c h e s t e r , April 3d.—The Lycem Thea­ 
ter to-night was thronged trom orchestra 
rail to dome. It was the night of Booth 
and Barrett, and the two great tragedians 
were to present the story of “ Othello, the 
Moor.” Intense interest accompanied the 
play from the moment the curtain rang up, 
and none of the hundreds who scanned the 
face of Mr. Booth noted any warning of 
what was so soon to befall him. He was 
thought never before to have been seen in 
this city more nearly at his best than to­ 
night as lago. The fortunes of the dusky 
Moor and his crafly fellow had progressed 
through the first act, followed with deep 
interest and keen enjoyment by the throng 
in 
front. 
Iago 
seemed 
lithe 
and 
active, with perfect life. 
The curtain 
went down before a house whose hush 
of perfect attention then broke and relaxed 
in hearty applause. Mr. Booth, though ut­ 
tering no complaint, is now known to have 
felt an approaching culmination of oppress­ 
ive heaviness that for several days has ren­ 
dered him no little discomfort.* He went 
on, however, and progressed nearly through 
the act with his usual facility. He was 
urging his physical powers by strong will, 
and at the call for the last scene in the 
second act his will succumbed to his phys­ 
ical weakness. A slight dizziness that for 
several days had tormented the great 
actor, increased, and darkness came upon 
him. His attendant and others observed 
something amiss, and sprang to his assist­ 
ance. A physician was hurriedly called, 
and after a hasty examination expressed a 
fear that onr Booth had sustained a shock 
of partial paralysis. This so alarmed Mr. 
Barrett that he determined to dismiss the 
audience. He was greatly overcome by 
what he considered the dangerous illness 
of his colleague, and when he stepped be­ 
fore the curtain it was evident that he was 
greatly excited. Mr. Barrett’s dismissal of 
the audience was in these words: 
“ Ladies and gentlemen, I am called 
upon to perform the most painful duty 
of my life. My 
colleague has shown 
symptoms of breaking down for three or 
four days past, and his condition is so se­ 
rious that it is impossible for him to act. 
We had hoped he would rally from this 
attack and be able to play his part to­ 
night, but one of your physicians, I)r. 
Sumner, says it would be perilous for him 
to attempt it. Mr. Booth has sustained a 
partial stroke of paralysis, and we fear this 
is the beginning cf the end. I cannot ex­ 
press to you the deep sorrow with which I 
make this announcement. The worid has 
probably heard for the last time the greatest 
actor who speaks the Knglish language. 
We shall of course cancel all our engage­ 
ments, and I hope we shall be able to re­ 
move Mr. Booth to his home. It pains me 
to speak these words. 1 am sorry to dis­ 
appoint this great audience, but the play 
cannot go on. It would be presamptious 
for me to undertake to fill the place of this 
great man whom you have come to see and 
hear, and it wouid be worse than useless 
to attempt to proceed further. I know yon 
will be indulgent, and that you will fully 
appreciate the sad plight in which we are 
placed. The management will make such 
arrangement as may seem best for refund­ 
ing your money.” 
The condition of Mr. Booth, it seems, 
did not fully justify the speech. There 
had been no attack of paralysis, and the 
actor was suffering no pain. Reporters 
were not allowed to see Mr. Booth at the 
hotel, and Mr. Barrett would not talk, but 
the business manager of the company said 
Mr. Booth's illness was not serious enough 
to justify alarm. He said the company's 
engagements for the rest of the week, and 
possibly next, would be canceled, but he 
boped to go on as usual after Mr. Booth 
had been given a brief rest. Mr. Booth 
will betaken to New York to-morrow. 
* Late to-night Mr. Barrett sent a card to 
the Associated Press, stating that the physi­ 
cians gave assurance that a week or ten 
days absolute rest will restore Mr. Booth to 
health.

— The Musical 
Union of this city is endeavoring to pre­ 
vent the landing* of strolling bands from 
Europe, who are iu the habit of coming 
here in the spring, and returning in the fall 
with the money earned during the summer. 
It is urged that such immigrants come 
within the provisions of the foreign con­ 
tract labor law, but heretofore they have 
escaped detection by swearing they came 
as individuals and* not as bands under 
leaders. YVhen the steamer YVesternland 
arrived this morning from Antwerp, Super­ 
intendent Simpson, of the Landing Bureau, 
at Castle Garden, discovered that there were 
no less Mian 400musicians on board, nearly 
all of them having spent the summer here 
for years past. 
Representatives of the Musical Union 
learned of the influx, and immediately 
urged that a strict investigation be made. 
Suggestion is made that they can be held 
under the Pauper Act, if evidence is not 
forthcoming to warrant their return under 
the foreign contract labor law. Repre­ 
sentatives of the Knights of Labor are in­ 
teresting themselves iu the matter.

D A K O T A D EV A ST A T E D . 


P ra irie F ir es S w eep th e C ountry— L oss 
o f L ife. 
B enton (Dak.), April 3d.—The most de­ 
vastating prairie fires ever known raged 
over the prairies west and north of Lake 
Benton yesterday and last night. The wind 
was a hurricane for nearly 24 hours, and 
swept the Sre along with a* resistless force, 
passing the widest fire-breaks as nothing, 
and leaping the plowed fields with a wild 
bound it licked up houses, barns, stock, 
and in some places human lives. 
The greatest destruction of property and 
loss of life is in Dakota. 
Ree Heights, a town west, on the North­ 
western road, is almost destroyed. 
Dempster station, on the Watertown 
branch, is reported destroyed. 
Spalding's ranch, near there, is also re­ 
ported consumed. 
Crossing into Lincoln county, over a 


tract of land comparatively little settled 
and covered with a heavy growth of grass, 
it swept on with renewed velocity. It is 
fepo/ted that Henry Kourth, Mr. Berg, 
G. M. Moon and others near here lost 
neariy all their buiidings with the contents. 
^ dispatch from Huron, Dakota, says: 
No prairie fire in the history of this part of 
Dakota equals that of yesterday. In this 
county the losses are much less than in 
counties west. A half dozen houses are 
burned and many settlers lost their barns, 
sto”k. and large quantities of hay and 
grain. The wind blew from fifty to sixty 
miles an hour, and sent the burning embers 
°ver the plowed ground and fire-breaks, 
which were several rods wide, setting lire 
to everything in their course. The tire 
came up so rapidly that the settlers had 
only time to save themselves, leaving their 
property to the mercy of the flames. 
In Sully and Hughes counties $200,000 
worth of property has been destroyed, and 
near Highmore Miss Sweeny was burned to 
death, and near St. Lawrence Mr. Babcock 
perished in the flames. 


M i l l e r (Dak.), April 3d.—Prairie fires 
last night destroyed about forty houses, 
many barns and a large number of horses 
and cattle, and left about forty families 
destitute. In the southern part of this 
county a terrible gale of wind added to the 
terrors of the situation. The loss is esti­ 
mated at $50,000. 


_ J a c k s o n (Minn.), April 3d.— The prairie 
fires prove inore general than at first be­ 
lieved. Additional losses are reported from 
all directions, and messengers bring news 
of stubborn fights to save endangered prop­ 
erty. The fires were raging in every direc­ 
tion and each seemed to pursue a distinct 
course of its own. 
A fire which would have swept this vil­ 
lage from the face of the earth has been 
traced to its origin. The search culminated 
this afternoon in the arrest of James Har­ 
wich. YY’hen arraigned he pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced to pay $25 and costs, or 
in detault thereof to serve sixty day3 in 
jail. 
Much dissatisfaction was expressed 
about this sentence. Public opinion is 
that justice has been too highly tempered 
with mercy. 
Blunt (Da.), April 3d.—The whole coun- 
iry aronud Blunt is being devasted by 
prairie fires. Several buildings in the 
suburbs have been burned, but the city as 
yet is safe. 
J. J. Richardson lost 500 sheep, cattle 
and hogs. Many farmers are homeless. 


S c o t l a n d (Dak.), April 3d.—Another 
dreadful prairie fire swept over the coumry 
south of Scotland yesterday, and its path is 
marked by the ¡smoldering 
embers of 
many homes. A high wind prevailed. 
The grass is dry as tinder. The terrific 
force of the fire is beyond description. 
Besides the isolated farm houses, barns and 
contents reported, the town of Olivet, the 
county seat of Hutchinson county, was 
more than half destroyed. 


A b e r d e e n (Dak.), April 3d.—Leola, the 
county seat of McPherson county, thirty- 
five miles qprthwest of Aberdeen, was de­ 
stroyed by a prairie fire during yesterday’s 
whirlwind. Sixty dwellings; and business 
houses were burned, entailing a loss of 
$150,000. 
The only buildiDgs remaining 
ate the Court-house, two stores and six 
dwellings. C. YV. Old aud Thomas YY’ard- 
ell were terribly burned, and couriers from 
the demolished village say they canuot live 
until morning.

A F O R M ID A B L E W A R VESSEL. 


T lie U nited S ta tes to H a v e th e S trongest 
W ar Ship A tiaat. 
W a sh in g to n, April 3d.—Great interest 
was lelt at the Navy Department to-day in 
the opening of the bids for the armored 
coast defense vessel. It was concluded 
generally that the figures proposed bv the 
lowest being $1,614.000, be constituted a 
fair price for the work, and the cloaeress 
of the bidding was remarkable. Ther“ are 
many features of interest about the new 
craft. One contracted with boiler has ap­ 
parently given much trouble to the bid­ 
ders, and may influence the award of the 
contract. The specifications provided for 
two ordinary return tubular boilers, of 
1.500 horse p. wer, but the remainder of the 
5.4011 horse power required is to be supplied 
by coil boilers. 
These have been tried 
with great success on yachts and, in a mod­ 
ified form, by the French Government, 
but their useiu naval vessels will be largely 
experimental. If they come up to expecta­ 
tions, they will result in a large saving of 
space and weight. 
One bidder. Cramp, does not feel confi­ 
dent of the result tor he proposed to en­ 
large two tubular boilers, in consideration 
ot this departure from designs, to waive all 
claim to any bonus for horse power iu ex­ 
cess of 5.400. The next lowest bidder, the 
1 nion Iron YV orks, agreed to accept the 
Dejiartment’s plans and guarantee the re­ 
sults. 
The new vessel will be a departure in de­ 
sign from any vessel in the navy, and Cap­ 
tain Tiehborn, who is acting as Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction, is confident that 
she will be the most formidable vessel for 
her displacement, of any in the world, and 
able to cope with anything afloat. She ap­ 
proximates the monitor type, and is of 
5,000 tons displacement in cruising trim. 
When she goes into action, bv taking on 
water ballast she sinks until*her deck is 
but eighteen inches above water level, thus 
diminishing the size of target exposed to 
her opponent. The sides and machinery 
are to be covered with sixteen inches of 
armor besides the protection offered by the 
coal bunkers. 
The barbettes containing the guns are to 
be of 16-iuch steel, and the deck will be of 
steel two inches thick. She will be 261 feet 
long, 49 feet beam, 11Y feet draft, and have 
a speed of 16 knots. At this speed she can 
steam 632 miles, but at ordinary cruising 
speed of about nine knots she would travel 
2,722 miles without renewing her coal sup­ 
ply. But the most remarkable feature will 
be the tremendous power of her armament 
on the forward barbette. 
Mounted on a turn-table, and manipu­ 
lated by hydraulic power, she will carry a 
16-inch rifle gun, weighing 110 tons aud 49 
feet long, one of the largest guns afloat. In 
the rear barbette there will be a 12 inch 
rifle, weighine 461 tons. A 15-inch dyna­ 
mite gun, 50 feet long, will project from her 
bow, and in other parts the vessel will 
carry six 33-pounders, three nine-poundets, 
two six-pounders, and four three-pounders 
—all revolving cannon 
and rapid lire 
guns. Machine guns, and electric search 
lights on a hollow steel military mast, will 
complete the ship, which will take three 
and a half years to build. 


O REG O N A N D YVASHINGTON. 


G en era l G reely S p eak s In H ig h T erm s o f 
th e C lim a te an d Soil.

a s h i n g t o n , April 3d.—Last July the 
Senate passed a resolution directing the 
transmission of reports, prepared under the 
direction of the Chief Signal Service Officer, 
upon the climate and climatic conditions 
of Oregon and 
Washington 
Territory. 
These reports, together with illustrative 
charts and a letter from General Greely. 
have just been published, and in view of 
emigration to the far Northwest will be 
found to be of general interest. 
The rainfall upon the Pacific coast is 
the heaviest in the United States, rangiug 
from 70 to 170 inchts annually. This 
enormous rainfall, however, covers onlv 
six per cent, of the area of Oregon an*d 
YVashington Territory. On the other hand, 
the area where less than ten inches fall is 
less than five per cent, of the whole. 
Wheat can be grown in nine-tenths of these 
two States without irrigation, owing to the 
equabie rainfall. 
Agricultural operations are more fruit­ 
ful with a small rainfall than In some 
sections in other States with a considerably 
larger 
precipitation. 
The 
remarkable 
equable temperature conditions also obtain 
the entire range of mean annual temper­ 
ature over this Territory, beiug but 8i de­ 
grees, from 45J at Fort Colville, in north­ 
eastern Washington Territory, to 54 degrees 
at Ashland Or. 
In 300 miles of latitude along the coast 
the range of temperature in the summer 
time is only 3V degrees, from 56 at Port 
Angeles, W. T„ to 591 at Fort Stevens, Or. 
During the winter months the mean tem­ 
perature of more than half these States is 
above the freezing point, and on the coast 
ranges between 40 and 45 degrees. 
General Greely says : To summarize, Or­ 
egon and YVashington Territory are favored 
with a climate of unusual mildness and 
equability. While tue immediate coast re­ 
gions have very heavy rainfalls, yet such 
rain occurs in the winter months—Decem­ 
ber to February—and in ail cases the wet 
season gives place gradually to a dry season 
during July and August. *YVhile the pre­ 
ponderating amount of rain falls during 
the winter, yet the spring and early sum­ 
mer and late fall are marked by moderate 
rains at not unfreqnent intervals. These 
climatic conditions favor to a marked ex­ 
tent the growth of most of the cereals and 
other important staples.

T H E EVOLUTION OF AN ASISTOCEACY. 


W hen a child liorn under an aristo­ 
cratic form of governm ent begins to look 
out into the world and discerns that some 
of those under observation are high-born 
;.nd bear titles, that -others are low-born 
w ithout titles ; and when he further per­ 
ceive; that birth, fam ily connection, aris- 
{. cratic lineage, are Inheritances of high 
social and political value, he naturally 
•isks as to the origin of this state of things, 
I. niniluenced by historical traditions, cow­ 
ardly subserviency, or other deflecting in- 
'u enees, the natural mind matures iuto a 
position of democracy—or to state this in 
another form, children 
are democrats. 
1 t hey become aristocrats through education 
in the artificialities of society. 
The youth 
looking out upon the world in the tenth or 
tw elfth Dukedom or Earldom, and upon 
’• m iry finding th at the title was conferred 
on tiie first Duke or E arl for meritorious 
ervice, naturally revolts at the idea that a 
distinction which belonged to individual 
me it alone should have found hereditary 
I , rpeiuation. 
M eiit m ay b e perpetuated 
.y ..ereditary transmission, but that re- 
ard for a right action should pass to pos­ 
tor tv is absurdly grotesque. 
The evolution of an aristocracy is not a 
difficult thing, and every concession made 
0 historical lineage is a step in the direc­ 
tion of this evolution. 
The great doctrine 
of equality of men is subverted and tram ­ 
pled under foot when m erit is forgotten, 
and family connection or historical lineage 
■ls recognized. 
A gossipy corresjxmdent of 
cne of the leading Eastern papers during 
th e incumbency of Robert T. Lincoln in the 
¿nice of Secretary of W ar, w riting from the 
( apital City, describing M r. Lincoln’s fam- 
1 v, gushed forth as follows: “These children 
now pdaving before me have an assured 
-ature. 
They belong to an historical lin­ 
eage. 
They are the grandchildren of Sen­ 
ator H arlan, of Iowa, and A braham L in­ 
coln, of Illinois.’’ 
In what respect the fu­ 
ture of these children was assured was not, 
of course, defined, but the assurance must 
have had a social aspect to the writer- 
_ reely tran.-dated, the correspondent may 
be rendered as saying : “ T he social posi­ 
tion of these children will he established- 
iieeause they are the grandchildren of two 
historical personages, and have, therefore, 
come into the possession of a sort of repub- 
’-:can patent of nobility.” 
It is not con­ 
tended that descent from noble men should 
’v rk ar,y political or social disability, but 
the great principles of republican institu- 
.ions are violated when preference is given 
to any one who would not by reason of 
th e ir own innate m erit have deserved the 
distinction, aside from all considerations of 
lineage. 
The present A dm inistration has ap­ 
pointed two sons of distinguished fathers 
t 
first-class diplom atic positions. 
The 
appointm ents have the flavor of conces­ 
sion to a sentim ent of aristocracy, and par­ 
ticularly to that sentim ent in Europe. 
It 
n a y be said in all candor, and the state­ 
m ent will do exact justice, that Fred 
G rant would not have been selected for 
tin A ustrian Mission if his father had not 
been distinguished. 
His selection, there­ 
fore. passed over the question of his per- 
s nal m erit to the distinction of his father. 
A Mew York pnjver, commenting on the 
appointm ent 
of 
Mr. 
Lincoln, 
say s. 
1 M eitner in p oint of ability nor public 
services is he the man th at would be 
th o u g h t 
of 
for 
the 
highest 
and 
most 
im portant 
diplom atic 
mission 
in the gift of the Government, except for 
th e fact th at he is the son of A braham 
Lincoln.” 
If it be indeed true that Mr. 
Lincoln does not possess qualifications 
w hich would have suggested his name for 
th e great distinction which has been con­ 
ferred up,on him, then in both the case o* 
(■rant and of Lincoln, the appointm ents 
ure conc essions to family pride, family dis­ 
tinction and historical lineage. 
And in so 
m uch as they are a concession to these ele­ 
ments of aristocracy, they constitute the 
.incipient beginnings in the evolution of 
an American aristocracy. 
They are ].re- 
cedents which the future will plead, and 
cot in vain. 
If they are worthy in tliem- 
•sehes, they are worthy in their exem plary 
consequences. 
If they are rizht in them- 
bcives, they are right as precedents for 
future appointments. 
If M r.G ran to r Mr. 
L it coin is deserving of great distinction, 
if such rewards are to come to them l>e- 
chusv th eir fathers rendered distinguished 
service to the country, then the sons of 
Other distinguished fathers will have equ 1 
claim to distinguishm ent on the m erits of 
th eir fathers alone. 
The precedent estab­ 
lished by the 
existing A dm inistration 
raises the question, “ W hat does the Gov­ 
ernm ent or society owe to the families of 
m en who have performed distinguished 
service for the country 7” and the reverse 
obtrudes itself, “ W hat docs the Govern­ 
m ent and society owe to the sons of those 
wh have been recreant to the demands of 
patriotism ?” 
If a tirst-class dipdomatic 
mission is due to the son of General Grant, 
w h at is due to the sons of Robert E. I^ec? 
i f honor is due in the first instance, 
opprobrium 
must 
follow 
as a logical 
sequence in the second. 
Thus hereditary 
distinction and the attainder of blood are 
established together. 
We have no dispo­ 
sitio n to find fault w ith President Harrison 
because of these appointments. 
They ap­ 
pear innocent enough on their face. 
All 
incipient beginnings of wrong appear in­ 
nocent in th eir incipiency. 
They do not 
-prc ent the app>earanee of menacing inno­ 
vations until after they are established 
precedents; hence they wear the appearance 
o f innoeency until they become dangerous 


b y grow th and strength. 
There is nothing 
m ore innocent, beautiful or playful than a 
tig er’s cu b , and it wears this appearance 
throughout its cubhood. 
The exact point 
a t w hich it ceases to b e a cu b and becom e 


> 


a tiger is not easily distinguished. 
It 
should be enough, however, for the wise 
to know th at it is a tiger’s cub, and it is 
both the business and the nature of a cub 
to become a tiger; and so of customs, which, 
if carried too far, would be dangeorous in­ 
novations upon a democratic form of gov­ 
ernment. 
If they would become vicious 
by repetition, they are vicious in their in­ 
cipiency. 
If neither M r. G rant nor Mr. 
Lincoln would have been thought of for 
the high positions to which they have been 
appointed except for the fame of their 
fathers, their apipoimment is a reproach to 
republican institutions. 
W hen questions 
of heredity guide the President in the 
appointm ent of M inisters to aristocratic 
governments, the concession to the senti­ 
m ent of aristocracy becomes unmistakably 
pronounced. 
W e prefer the time-honored 
practices and maxims of the fathers to the 
flabby degeneration of republicanism which 
these modern instances show forth. 
We 
prefer the great doctrine th at each man 
should be his own ancestor; th at distinc­ 
tion should 
be the reward of m e rit; 
that 
each 
man 
shall 
be 
judged 
by the 
record 
of his 
own 
life, and 
the high advantage of this doctrine is that 
it holds out the highest rewards to the 
sons of those whose lives may lie blackened 
by the mistakes of patriotism . 
It gives 
the rig h t of every man to be himself, to 
stand or fall upon the record of his own 
meritorious actions and the exemplary 
character of his own life. 
“ To be great 
heause his fathers w ere” is a very con­ 
tem ptible pwincipde. 
Its logical sequence 
is to be infamous because of th e infamy of 
a father, and this is repugnant to every 
enlightened sense of justice. 
Our Gov­ 
ernm ent is founded upon the great idea of 
individual manhood, of pierfect equality 
before the law, and the possession of per­ 
sonal inalienable rights, and these great 
doctrines forbid all recognition of heredity 
w hether in the direction of honor or es­ 
teem, and Republican liberty will accom­ 
pany them to extinction.

PLOTTING PRISONERS. 


EVIDENT ATTEMPT TO EMPTY THE 
COUNTY JAIL. 


Bob M cCarthy Secretes H im self in 
th e W ater-Tank at N ight— 
The Supposed Plan. 


On Monday night iast Jailer C. G. Cogs­ 
well, of the County Jail, had a little expe­ 
rience within the walls of that institution 
to which at the time he did not attach 
mnch importance, but the more he thought 
of it the more he is convinced that there 
was a deep and deadly plot behind it all, 
and that he was to be the victim. It is 
the custom of the Jailer to lock each 
prisoner in his cell between 8 and 9 o’clock 
the evening, and he was assisted in 
this duty on Monday evening by a trusty 
named William Madden, who followed af­ 
ter him and turned down the lights. 
Among the prisoners in the jail is one 
Robert McCarthy, who is serving a three- 
months’ term for petit larceny. When 
arrested there stood against him the fact of 
prior conviction, which made his case 
one of felony. Out of consideration for 
the youth of the prisoner—and in the hope 
that he might reform if not sent to the 
Penitentiary—he was allowed to withdraw 
his plea of not guilty, and then pleaded 
guilty to petit larceny, and was sentenced 
to the County Jail for three months. He 
had been permitted even to act as trusty, 
and the officer in charge regarded him as a 
very tractable prisoner. 


HIS COT WAS STUFFED. 
On this occasion Coggswell looked into 
his cell, as usual, and supposed he saw Mc­ 
Carthy on his cot, as the bed had the appear­ 
ance of having an occupant. He passed 
on, after locking the cell-dor, followed by 
Madden, the trnsty. Just as the Jailer had 
concluded his round the lights in the cor­ 
ridor suddenly w ent out. On being ques­ 
tioned as to the cause, Madden said it was 
only an accident on his part, and the Jail­ 
er's suspicion was not for a moment 
aroused. 
The jets were relighted, and 
Madden finally locked up by the Jailer. 


A STARTLING DISCOVERY. 
While he had no suspicion but that the 
prisoners were all safely locked in their 
cells, Coggsweil deemed it prudent to thor­ 
oughly inspect the premises, as usual, and 
he got a step-ladder and ascended to the top 
of the water-tank in the center of the jail- 
yard. There he found McCarthy lying flat 
on his stomach, and evidently trying to 
hide. Coggsweil drew his “gun’’ and com­ 
pelled the tellow to come down. The latter, 
declared that his only purpose in secreting 
himself outside his cell was to make up a 
lot of cigarettes for hi3 jail companions, 
and he told so plausible a story that the 
Jailer was inclined to believe him. But 
since then Mi^arthy has told others that he 
tot upon the tank in order to pass some to- 
lacco to prisoners in another part of the 
jail, and the officers are now pretty thor­ 
oughly convinced that it was only a part of 
plot, and one to which the other trusty, 
Madden, was a party. 


THE SUPPOSED PLAN OF ACTION. 
The Jailer sleeps within the jail, but 
never closes his door, as the prisoners are 
all locked in the iron tanks at night, or 
should be; and the theory of the Sheriffs 
officers now is that McCarthy's purpose was 
—if he avoided detection—to descend from 
his hiding-place after the Jailer had retired, 
enter the latter’s room and obtain his keys, 
even if he had to murder Coggswell in or­ 
der to accomplish his object. 
W ith the 
keys in his possession he could have un­ 
locked every door in the jail, and have 
turned loose the entire lot of prisoners 
therein. 
The cigarette and tobacco excuses are 
now believed to have been mere excuses, 
and that a well-laid plot to empty the jail 
—and perhaps commit a murder—came 
ery near being successfully carried out. 


D ea th s D u rin g th e -Month o f M arch, and 
th e C au ses T h ereof. 
Dr. H. L. Nichols, Secretary of the City

M o v e m e n t fo r a R a ilr o a d H e n c e to A m a ­ 
d o r C o u n ty . 
The Directors of the City Board of Trade

AM USEM ENTS. 


I’e tty O ffen d ers in th e P o lice C ourt— 
W illie P ra tt’ti L u n g P ow er. 
Yesterday’s session of the Police Court 
passed elf very quietly, save for a space of 
about ten minutes, in which “ W illie” 
Pratt, better known as the “ lightning ex­ 
press driver,” of red-shirt notoriety, argued 
to the Court the question as to what con­ 
stituted the crime of disturbing the peace. 
Willie is about 40 years old, and is a little 
eccentric. He lives in a tenant house in 
the alley between Fifth and Sixth, L and 
M streets, together with five other families, 
and according to the story of Mr. Le­ 
Blanc, the complaining witness, he makes 
Rome howl when he returns at evening 
from his labors. According to LeBlanc's 
testimony, Willie carries on as though he 
was the sole occupant of the house, and 
witness had asked him several times to re­ 
frain from his excessive lung exercise. He 
laid no attention to the request, and hence 
iis arrest on the charge ot disturbing the 
peace. 
The defendant, in his own behalf, made 
a statement, and turning to Judge Buckley, 
said : “ Look a here, friend, Pm going to 
give you the true business of this hull 
thing. 1 might 'a been making somewhat 
of a racket, but, by the jumping Jehoso- 
phat, I've got a right to act as I please in 
my own room 1 I sleep alone on a mat­ 
tress on the floor, and two other fellows 
sleep under me.” 
The City Attorney asked the witness if 
he meant that the other fellows slept under 
the mattress, and Willie explained that he 
meant on the lower floor. 
“Well,” continued Pratt. “ these smarties 
got a big pole one night and hammered the 
ceiling under my head, making me so 
dizzy that I couldn’t stand still. Maybe 1 
did make a little noise then and disturb 
the rest of the house, but 1 didn’t intend to, 
and what if I did—I was in my own room, 
talking to no one but myself."’ 
The witness continued in this fashion for 
several minutes, and a number of times 
had to be reminded that he was disposed 
to get on rather too familiar terms with the 
Court. The Judge told him that he had a 
perfect right to do what he pleased in his 
own house, but he should not disturb his 
neighbors. He was allowed to go with the 
reminder that he cease his boisterous con­ 
duct. 
‘Judge, you can have that two-dollar de­ 
posit down stairs, if you want it,” said Mr. 
Pratt, as he shot out of the Court-room. 
George ix-e, accused of drunkenness, was 
discharged. 
Pat Johnson, charged with drunkenness, 
was lucky enough to have $5, and thought 
it better to forfeit his deposit than face the 
Court on a plea of not guilty. 
James Shaunessy pleaded guilty to the 
charge of battery, but the oflense being of 
a trivial character he was allowed to go 
upon payment of a tine of $2 50. 
James" Ford and Joe McCormack, the 
two individuals who were arrested by offi 
cer Stafford on a charge of petit larceny, in 
attempting to steal several pairs of shoes 
from an uptown store, pleaded not guilty 
and Judge Buckley set their trial for to 
day. 
The former prisoner stated that his 
real name was Morton, not Ford.

THE CHARLESTON. 


A lm ost F in ished—Her Trial Trip to Be 
Made In Three W eeks. 
San Fsahcisco, April 3d.—The new 
cruiser Charleston is still on the dry dock, 
and a sm all arm y of men are engaged in 
putting the finishing touches upun her. 
Ail branches of workmen employed in the 
ahip yard are therefore represented in the 
force now getting the vessel ready for sea. 
To all appearances the Charleston looks as 
if she only needed her arm am ent to be 
eadv to 20' into commission, but in reality 
it will be three weeks before she will make 
her trial trip. Since she has been on the 
dry deck her screws have been placed in 
position, 
and 
to-day 
workm en 
were 
engaged in fitting her propeller blades. 
Painters were engaged in painting portions 
of the woodwork, carpenters were nutting 
the finishing touches to the interior, the 
electricians were connecting wires and test­ 
ing those already in place, and the m achin­ 
ists were gi ring the engine a final overhaul­ 
ing and m aking changes in the connections 
o the steam pipc3. Ouite a num ber of men 
were working on the outside of the hull, 
but to the uninitiated observer it appeared 
to we tim e lost, as that portion of the ves­ 
sel has a finished appearance, save where 
the workmen are fitting the propellers. 
¡steam has already been gotten up in the 
boilers and the engines have been worked, 
but by no m anner of means tested. The 
object in getting up steam was sim ply to 
see where any little roughness m ight exist 
In the machinery. 
No notification has reached the works as 
yet regarding the arm am ent of the Charles­ 
ton, and the managers say that the first 
they expect to hear of it will be through 
the daily press. The works have nothing 
to do with this portion of the fitting out. 
A fter the trial trip the vessel will be taken 
to the Mare Island Navy Yard and there 
her arm am ent will be placed on board. 


LOS ANGELES ITEMS. 


A Fast Young Man Forges H is Mother's 
N am e to a Check. 
Los A noelbs, April 3d.—Among the arti­ 
cles of incorporation filed to-day are those 
of the Los Angeles and H uenem e Railroad 
Company, with a capital of $2,000,000. Its 
object is to build a standard-gauee road 
from Los Angeles to Hueneme, V entura 
county, a distance of ninety miles, through 
San Fernando valley, Simi and Los Pasas 
Ranchos and Santa Clara valley. 
It is also 
intended to build a branch connecting with 
the Southern Pacific road either at Saticov 
or Mon tal 00. 
Notwithstanding the public feeling in re­ 
gard to the appointm ent of colored men on 
the local police force, a burly,six-foot negro 
nam ed Stuart was stationed at the crossing 
of First and Spring streets to-dav. The 
post is considered the most desirable in the 
whole city by the officers. A crowd stood 
on each of the tour corners of the intersec­ 
tion of tfie streets and comments not very 
com plim entary to the authorities were 
heard on ail sides. 
Last night G. \V. Reed, a married man, 
4 years of age, comm itted a forgery under 
distressing circumstances. A few m onths 
ago he arrived here from Mansfield, 0.. 
with a mother and sister, for the benefit of 
tha iatter's health, and as they had plenty 
of money, everything apparently w¿3 sat­ 
isfactory until a few weeks ago, when Reed 
uevelop.d a taste for wine and fast women. 
In a very short tim e he ran short of funds, 
and twL'e successfully forged his m other’s 
name. 
The m other in course of time dis­ 
covered the forgeries, but, on promises of 
reformation, overlooked the crime. 
Un­ 
able to resist the tem ptation, he made an­ 
other attem pt to cash a forged check, but 
the mother, hearing of it,' notified the 
police, with the result that Reed was found 
drunk w:th the check in his possession. 
H e was a graduate of Oberlin University, 
and was once President of a Young Men’s 
Christian Association in the East.

RAILROAD BUILDING. 
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The P eop le of Lake County Interview 
Southern Pacific Officials. 
The San Francisco Call of W ednesday 
gives the following account of an interview 
had by people of Lake county with the offi­ 
cials of the Southen Pacific Company; 
Lake county was effectively represented 
at Fourth and Townsend streets yesterday. 
Some forty citizens from that "neglected 
section of the State, hearing of the arrival 
in San Francisco of C. P. H untington, de­ 
term ined to lay their transportation neces­ 
sities before him . 
The county is environed by possibilities. 
Four different lines Btretch out tem ptingly 
toward it, yet not one has ever crossed the 
m ountains nor penetrated into the fertile 
region surrounding Clear Lake. Tim e and 
again the expectations of the citizens have 
been raised to subsidy pilch, but only to 
be disappointed. A sad fate seems tc have 
befallen tbe county. 
It has seen work 
commenced tim e and again. Graders have 
labored in the canyons and surveyors have 
planted fences of stakes. 
Every one of the 
local celebrities, from John S. Davis and 
Silas M. Holmes to W. H. H. H art, Ly­ 
m an Bridges and J. H. W oodard have 
commenced the construction of a Lake 
county road, and all have failed ignom in­ 
iously. 
The last to m ake tbe attem pt was an 
Eastern expert nam ed Petti bone, who came 
out to California anticipating leveling the 
hills and m aking straight the path through 
Conn and Butte canyons. 
But he suc­ 
ceeded in doing neither, and returned wroth 
and disappointed, exclaiming emphatically 
that the county was “ hoodooed.’ 
This is 
the impression that now generally prevails 
in railroad circles regarding Lake county. 
A project to build in this direction seems 
predestined to fall through. 
It is not 
thought lucky even to talk about it by 
some transportation authorities, and rum or 
hath it that Colonel Donahue, when ap­ 
proached one day by a delegation from the 
Switzerland of California, turned 
pale, 
shuddered slightly, and said “Never more,” 
like Poe’s Raven. Tfie only stroke of luck 
the county has had of late years has been 
the purchase by the talented actress and 
Jersey Lily, Mrs. Langtry, of a ranch there. 
Following her example the noted Geb- 
hardt has located there his stud farm. 
These two cslebrities shed the halo of their 
gilt-edged reputations round the county 
which is thus becoming of more than local 
celebrity. The citizens now look to the 
Jersey Lily as their mascot, and promise, if 
her influence is sufficient to remove the 
ban of bad luck, to nam e a town Langtry, 
after her. 
The delegation was headed by Attorney 
W . H. L. Barnes, who ushered in the visit­ 
ors and introduced them to Mr. H unting­ 
ton. Colonel Fred Crocker. T. E. Stillm an 
and Vice-President A. N. Towne. Among 
those present were : Frank Tunis, A. Levy, 
L akeport; J. H. W heeler, Rntherford ; G. 
E. McKinley, M iddletown; George Stark, 
Rev. F. A. NVerth.San Francisco; Professor 
George H nsm ann, Chiles valley; M. G. 
Rhodes, M. B. Newcomb, Janies H arden, 
S. Newcomer, Pope valley ; M. G. W in­ 
chester, Chiles valley ; A, II. Cheney, Mid­ 
dletown ; C. W. Abbey. Langtry farm, near 
M iddletown; 
John 
Spaulding, 
Seigler 
Springs: Morris Keating, 
W. C. Gold­ 
sm ith, F. A. Morrison. Lower Lake; Judge 
Rodney Hudson, D w itht Sherwood.

Mr. Tunis acted as spokesman, and he 
explained what the citizens desired in the 
way of railroad fifilities. 
He thought the 


best way to build was via Rutherford and 
the Chiles and Pope vdlleys. H e sub­ 
mitted also a written statem ent relative to 
the products and re3ources of Lake county. 
Colonel Crocker spoke of the various sur­ 
veys that have been made into tbe county, 
particularly those via Capay and Cache 
canyon. W inters and Rutherford. 
Mr. H untington asked that all documents 
relative to the resources of the county be 
left with the company. “ If,” he said, "“ we 
can see 4 per cent, for onr money we will 
go ahead and bnild tbe road. My present 
impression is that the road would only 
about pay operating expenses.” 
The conference, lasted about an hour and 
a half, and the citizens left with the assur­ 
ance that the desired route would be thor­ 
oughly surveyed, and an estim ate of cost 
secured. 
__ If the project is regarded as feasible, the 
Nat>a and Lake county people will be 
asked to assist in the way of a subsidy. 
They prom i sed to do tbe correct thing. 
Mr. H untington says he has heard such a 
lot of Lake county that he desires to visit 
it. 
It is not impossible, therefore, that be­ 
fore his return East he will m ake a trip up 
that way. 
The annual meeting of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company takes place to-day, and also 
the election. 
It is presumed that the retir­ 
ing m em ber of the Board of Directors will 
be S. T. Gage, though the fact of his having 
no voice in shaping the policy will not 
alter in any way his relations with the 
comnany. 
H is title is that of assistant to 
the President, and he is Secretary of several 
.small coal companies. 
Mr. Gage also pur­ 
chases the coal for the system, and is 
esteemed a most clear-headed and valuable 
employe. 
H is particular friend is Senator 
Stanford. 
There are not likely to be any other 
changes in the Board, though there are 
rum ors to the contrary in circulation.
